Sometimes the “why nots” of this advice were brought home to us 
by physical evidence, like the time Bubsy Clute hit my sister Edith in 
the head with a large three cornered rock that cut a gash in her scalp, 
just as she was reaching under Ellise’s fence to get herself a better rock. 

One thing about a scalp - wound it does bleed. 

Of course we were all used to the skinned knee or cut finger 
syndrome - but this gushing blood out of my sisters’ head into her | 
blonde curls scared us all. There were about five of us in this group and 
feeling totally helpless we all began to cry. 


Edith was crying from fright and pain - but nature being what it is 
her blood soon clotted and we went on home. 
It was awhile tho before we got back into much rock - throwing.
